New Yor«, December 27.—To-day’s Sun 
talks of “‘Hereditary politics.” It says: ‘“‘We 
have observed with due interest the various 
demonstrations of running Robert T. Lin- 
coln as the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1884. We think weil of Mr. Lincoln. 
He is a man of respectable ability and 


sound character. He has the  reputa- 
tion of putting too many of his 
relatives into office, and a poor sort 


of reputation itis. The practice is too com- 
mon. Theidea of making a candidate of 
Mr. Lincoln comes entirely from the fact 
that he is the son of the martyr President. 
It is not asolid idea. No man is likely to be 
elected in 1884 on the merits of his father. 
In fact no man can ever be sure 
of being elected in this country 
on any such ground. The distinction of 
a candidate’s father is not a consideration 
that the American people dwell upon wi3jh a 
disposition to give their votes to the candi- 
date. it istrue that John Quincy Adams 
was the son of a president before he was 
elected President himself, but he was pro- 
moted to that office by reason of his own 
personal qualifications. He was an ex- 
ceptional man and the circumstances the 
times afforded him an opportunity to 
show his gifts and to gainrenown. Mr. Lin- 
coln has not yet had any such opportunity, 
and hasshown no extraordinary gifts. His 
only capltal as a candidate would be his 
father’s glory, and thatisasortof capital 
that it will not do to trade upon very heavily.

COLORED LADY CHAMPIONSHIP. - 
Articles were signed about three weeks 
ago, since which time the ladies have been 
in active training, and when they entered the 
arena every muscle stood outin bold relief. 
There was very little difference between the 
belligerents, except that Mrs. Greene looked 
more agile and wicked, After considerable 
wrangling over the referee and the gloves, 
Billy MeGlory was chosen, and small hard 
loves were adopted. Amid the deaf- 
ing applause of a large concourse of 
spectators the contestants entered the ring 
and eyed each other with anything but 
friendliness.

A BIG SUIT. 


The Widow and Daughter of Jesse 
Hoyt Fight the Executors. 
Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

New York, December 27.—The petition of 
Helen Maria Hoyt, Jesse Hoyt’s widow, and 
of her daughter,Mary Irene Hoyt, for an im- 
mediate allowance of $25,000 each out of the 
estate is before Surrogate Rollins. The 
daughter’s affidavit says that she believes 
her father’s estate is worth at least $10,000,- 
000, a large part of whichis in Government 
bonds. She supports a home of her own at 
an expense suitabie to her position injsociety 
before her father’s death. According to 
the provisions of the will of her father she 
was to have the income from $1,250,000, 
which, at six per cent, would be $75,000 a 
year. By this provision the sum of $25,000 
will be due her on the 29th of this month, as 


one-thirdof a year will have then elapsed 
since the will was admitted to probate. A 
little over $2,000 has been paid to her and 
she has been obliged to ineur debts to the ex- 
tent of $5,000. She intends to contest the 
validity of the will and will incur great ex- 
pense in the contest. She also sets forth 
that she was unlawfully kept 

IN AN INSANE ASYLUM, 
so that she could not appear when the will 
was offered for probate. The widow makes 
affidavit that.she has received about $3,000, 
$2,000 of which went to pay for medical at- 
tendance upon her late husband, and $1,000 
for ground-rent on the homestead, permease 
which were properly chargeable to the estate. 
Roscoe Conkling appears for petitioners and 
Wm. M. Evarts for the executors and chief 
legatees, Samuel Hoyt, Alfred Hoyt and 
James W. Jackson.

Rariff and Taxes. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., December 27.—Those 
who have hoped to see the in- 
ternal revenue taxes materially ceduced this 
session are becoming very much discouraged. 


The general feeling seems to be that the re- | 


duction of taxes ought not to be attempted in 


any large way at least unlil the tariff is thor- 
oughiy revised and the income which It is to 
bring determined upon. There is, too, no 
coubt of the determination of the publi- 
cans to adopt a tariff at this session. With 
this state of affairs it appears very likely 
that the reduction of internal revenue will be 
postponed until the next session. It is pos- 
sible that the House bill for this purpose now 
pending in the Senate may pass that body 

, without material amendment, muking 
a reduction of twenty-tive or thirty 
millions a year: but the belief now 
finds ireqnent expression that no further re- 
duction than this will take place. The whis- 
key men are very much disturbed by the 
course of the Senate in giving them an exten- 
sion only on goods now in bond and charging 
interest. on that, too. Taiking with Dr. 
Rush, of Chicago, former secretary of the 
Distillers’ Association, just before he left 
here for the West after the holiday adjourn- 
ment, your correspondent asked him what 
he thought of the interna! revenue situation 
and prus ects. 

“IT don’t think we will get much relief,” he 
said, until the tariff question is settled, both 
as to the rate of tariff and the results of the- 
change.” 

“What do you mean by ‘the results of the 
change’ ?”’ 

“| mean that in my opinion a material re- 
duction of the tariff isin many cases likely 
to increase the receipts.” 

“How ?”” 

“By causing a great increase in the amount 
of importations. There are some articles on 
which the tariff is practically prohibitory, 
aud they thus furnish no revenue at present, 
because none of them are imported; but if 
the tariff is reduced to such figures that they 


can come in, they will then pay a duty, and | 
in many cases the result will be a very ma-| 


terial increase in the receipts.” ; 

“So you don’t look for a removal of the in- 
ternal revenue burdens this season ?”’ 

“I don’t think many of them will be re- 
moved until the tarifi is adjusted.” 

“How about the bill for the extension of 
the bonded period ?”’ ‘ 

“Well, 1 suppose perhaps itis the best we 
can do, but it is very bad for a good many in 
the trade es 

“Yes?” 

“Yes. It must bring great losses to many, 
particulariy to Cincinnati and New York, 
and would not surprise me if some of the 
best men inthe trade should go under en- 
tirely by reason of it.’’ 

“Is there any prospect of getting anything 
bétter in the House than is offered by the 
Senate ?”’ 

“I fear not. Ithink we shall. probably 
have to be content with about what is ol- 
fered us.”’

The Board of Directors commenced the 
hearing of evidence in the November corn 
case yesterday, a portion of the testimony 
being read to them by Secretary Morgan and 
the Board, then adjourned until to-day at 2 
p.m.

Now, sir, you can say for me 
and the ether longs that we will stand by the 
Board of Directors’ verdict, no matter what 
it may be. Our word of honor is pledged to 
do this.”’

WHITE ELEPHANTS. 


A Showman Writes that the King of 
Siam’s Beastsare Not White. 
From the New York Times. 


Showmen throughout this country know 

renzo Mayo, who is now with Chiarini’s 
Royal Italian Circus in Singapore, The 
veteran John Nathans, of this city, has just 
received a letter from Mayo, dated at Singa- 
pace. November 6, which will be read with 
nterest by many out of the show business. 
Mayo writes: “Now I want to give you 
some of the news from China, Cochin China, 
Siam, India, and Singapore. We left this 
place last March,playing during April in Ma- 
nila to big business. Then we went to Hong 
Kong. Wehad tolerably fair houses, owing to 
stormy weather. Then we went to Shang- 
hai, and played to good business. A great 
number of Chinese mandarins and their 
wives came in chairs of most elaborate work- 
manship and fantastic figure. Some of the 
wives had feet so smal! that they were una- 
ble to walk, and women servants carried 
them to seats in the show. We sent our 
agents to Tuchow, Amay, Ningpoo, Swataw 
and Canton. Wecould not obtain the sanc- 
tion of the Ja-o-tais, or Governors, upon the 
ground that they could not guarantee us 
safety from mobs or disturbers of order. The 
people were already alarmed by the bills 
which bill-posters had placed upon the wails. 
The fearful appearance of the tigers on the 
bills created great excitement among the 
people. Great crowds collected, and they 
were not casily dispersed by the authorities. 
Orders were sent from Pekin to the Minis- 
ters and Consuls advising that the show 
should stay away irom those places. We 
thought of suing for damages, but were Iin- 
formed that the treaty does not_mention the 
exhibition of wild animals. We were fur- 
ther told thatif we insisted upon showing 
we might not look for protection, and that 
the masses would probably be arrayed 
against us. So we concluded to leave John 
Chinaman alone. Then we went to dai-gon, 
in Cochin China, a French colony, aud a 
nice place, with clean, shady streets, good 
hoteis and barber-shops. We piayed to very 
good business. ‘The people had never belore 
seen a circus, and their enthusiasm Cannot 
be described. 

‘From there we went to Bangkok, the cap- 
ital ot Siam. ‘Lhe Kingimade us a proposi- 
tion which we willingly accepted. We were 
permitted to show inside of the new bnild- 
ing where acentennial exhibition was held. 
VOur circus Was put within this structure, 80 
thatthe King, with his household, could 
come from his palace by @ passage-way made 
expressly for him. We gave three private 
exhibitions. changing the programme each 
time. Four Siamese carried the King on a 
gilded dragon-shaped chair. Following him 
was the Queen. Phen came the inmates ol 
his haram, 100 or more pretty women. All 
of these women prvostrated themselves be- 
fore him and were theu assigned sevts be- 
hind him. The Princes and Princesses sat 
on the opposite side of the ring. Many sol- 
diers were also present. The King’s party 
was immensely pieased with the show. ‘The 
palaces, temples and _ public  build- 
ings are magnificent. The architecture 
is of a kind peculiar to the country. 
There is more of novelty and interest to 
be seen in Bangkok within a few hours than 
can be found in China within many Weeks. 
We had permission to visit the pagodas and 
colossal statuary surrounding the piace. Lhe 
King bas fourteen very large elephants and 
six or seven are swall ones. He has two 
white elephants. The latter are kept sepa- 
rate from the others and are tenderly cared 
for. Tuney have beds to lie upon, and are at- 
tended by four or ive keepers. Al! the boys 
were very anxious to see the white elephants 
but were much surprised when we discovered 
that they are the same as the Diack 
ones, the only difference being that these 
precious beasts have striped biue eyes, and 
their skin is something like a Chocolate Col- 
or. So you can teil Mr. Barnum that 1 be- 
lieve he has more elephants which might 
pass for white ones than the King of Siam 
possesses. Now we are in Dingapore. We 
shail increase our company within a lew 
days with new artists and animals, Our 
route from here is to British Burmwah, then 
Java.”

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AN IDEAL CITY. 


Principles of the Taney County Com- 
munity of Missouri. 
From the New York Star. 


In Wilkie Collins’ story, “Fallen Leaves,” 
some pe is given of an ideal com- 
munity in a Western State, where everybody 
is coctelly and financially equal to everybody 
else. This apotheosis of socialism has met 
a parallel in a remarkable secevery made in 
Tane pep Dag oe by Mr. H. E.8 
president of Codperative Colon 8so- 
ciation of this city. The gentleman’s exper- 

*“Neo- etropolis,” the Utopian 
city, are made the subject of a very interest- 
ing essay. In the ideal community, pecun- 
lary wealth on one hand ane Re y on the 
other are alike impossible. The object of the 

ple is simply to satisfy their needs, and 
ey find that, with a proper management of 
labor and scientific cultivation of the soil, 
this object can be attained so easily that 
comparatively little labor is uired. All 
the material wealth produced is common 
roperty, as it is the result of common labor. 
very man and woman learns several trades. 

A fundamental principle of the community 
was thus stated by one of its members to 
Mr. Sharpe: 

“Our rule is, that while no Individual has 
exclusive right to the svil nor any of the tools 
of industry, he mav receive his common 
right of usufruct, take part in the joint la- 
bors of production, and then receive of what 
is produced by the joint labors a share, ac- 
ong a to the amount of labor contributed 

y him. 

“This argument, you see, is different from 
that of communism, where the share given 
to the individual is according to a uniform 
measure of his needs; whereas we recognize 
that the needs are not uniform and, more- 
over, that it is best to throw the responsibili- 
ty upon the individuals for the purpose of 
stimulating them to excellence. To be sure, 
we stimulate rivalry in excelience, also, by a 
system of prizes and rewards. In every de- 
partment of agriculture and domesticity, as 
well as in learning, there is an annual award 
of prizes and honors for excellence.” 

It is not necessary that every one in the 
community should be a mechanic or a farmer. 
Doctors and artists = 4/ ply their professions, 
and receive payiaent for their services in 
“abor notes,”” which constitute the circulat- 
ing medium of the Missouri Arcadia. These 
notes are certificates: of labor performed. 
For purchases of trade, their exchange with 
United States money is fixed at five hours’ 
labor to $1. By the constitution of the New 
York coer of Integral Codperators, which 
is the Official style of the community, its af- 
fairs are managed by a President and Coun- 
cil, ‘The President holds office during good 
behavior. One member of the Council is 
elected for each 300 members. The elective 
franchise is extended to women. 

As a result of this system of codperation, 
marvelous sights greeted Mr. Sharpe upon 
his arrival at Neo-Metrupolis, Utopian vir- 
tue, thrift and simplicity were found, as well 
as telephones, railroads, electric lights and 
patent window fasteners. ‘There were no 
saloons nor show-windows to tempt the 
laver notes from the pockets of the integral 
coOperators. The visitor ‘put up,” to usea 
comuion phrase, at an institution peculiar to 
Neo-Metropolis. It was*a building which 
the iecturer describes as very handsome, al- 
though he does not scruple to compare it 
With Stewart’s up-town store. Under that 
one roof were @ Warehouse, carriage house, 
engine house, manuuiactories, Russian and 
Lurkish baths, restauraut, parlors, library, 
biillard-room, smoking-rooms, meeting, lec- 
ture and schovol-rovls, sieeping and iiving 
apartments and nurseries. Where the boiler- 
shops, powder mill and menagerie were 
situated is not mentioned. In the grounds 
about this comprehensive establishment were 
flower and imarket gardens combined and 
hot-louses. 

Mr. Sharpe breakfasted a la carte, and 
Was limpressed equaily with the excellence oi 
the milx and butterand the “staid, yet cheer- 
ful demeanor’ of the waiters. It was ex- 
plaiped to him that tie latter were property- 
hoiders and solid citizens, who chose to work 
a3 waiters, andsaw nothing menialin their 
vecupation, In reply to the guest's ques- 
tious a denizen of Neo-Metropolis ex- 
= the workings of the community and 
said: 

‘The business, then, of this people is to 
obey nature. They realize that -nature bas 
some great plan—so grand that it tran- 
scends the cowprehension of the individual— 
and they seek to assist in carrying out that 
pian, as the little coral insect assists to build 
those iairy isies of the Pacitic. The creation 
of material wealth, the production of corn 
and oats, is merelv incidental to the business 
of life, and is nut the chief end and aim.”
